The first person to discover the fire was 
Elmer Hendricks, who was at work varn 
fishing . 
He was the only person in the 
| building ; returning from his supper he 
| had been 
there about twenty minutes 
when he noticed considerable smoke in 
the room, he being on the second floor 
and over the room where he supposed 
that the fire originated, 
descended to 
search for the cause. 
We interviewed 
the boy only about a half an hour later 
and while the fire was rag ing and it 
pearcd to us that he was so excited that 
he could not tell very much about the 
ciusc or whereabouts of the fire. 
The 
boy innocendy 1« maiked in (» ur interview 
with him that if he had closed the iron 
door leading from the room where the 
fiie started 
the spread of the flames 
would have been checked, at least for a 
time. 
He said that lie was very much 
Lig htened and ran 
out and g ave the 
alarm 
Before that he went down stairs 
to the drying room (a plfice where J umbt r 
is seasoned) and thoug ht that- there w’as 
where the fire must have started.- This 
room is in the north and easterly part, of 
the shops. 
Others who were there soon 
aft» r the fire alarm was sounded believe 
that it originated in the dynamo room. 
The watchman, Albert Stackpoh’, had 
taken his regular trip throug h the shops 
about twenty minutes before the H en ­ 
dricks boy cried "fire.” 
He was in the 
office when he heard the alarm and ¡in 
mediatelv searched for the tire. 
He found 
the lower rooms of the northerly and east 
crly portion of the shops full of smoke 
but could see no fire. 
On g oing into a 
room for the hose nozzles he found it soI 
filled with smoke that he could not re­ 
main in it and in order to g et the nozzles 
broke in a window where he could run 
his arm through and reach them. 
Then 
he attached the hose to a hydrant and 
opened it up but not a drop of water ap ­ 
peared. 
By this time a number of per­ 
sons had arrived and all agreed that if 
there had been any sort of water pressure 
tho fire would have been exting uished 
without any sort of trouble. 
It is claimed 
by those there that 
twenty 
minutes 
elapsed before water made its appearance 
and wheu it did start there w’as not su f­ 
ficient pressure to do any effective work. 
It was fully an hour and a half after tho 
alarm before the pressure was sufficient 
to throw more tliun one or two streams; 
and these not very effective. 
In fact to 
the very close it was evident that there 
was a great defect somewhere. 
The 
trouble at first was probably caused 
b y 
the pipes being either filled w-ith mud fr 
ice or both, and some time was required 


which were 
be)*nd the control of man—was the acci­ 
dental breaking of a hydrant on River 
street, east of the cooper shops, by a run­ 
away team. 
About half past five o'clock 
the team ran ag ainst the hydrant and 
broke it off wheu at once the water flow­ 
ed out in a torrent. 
The main was at 
once closed and Mr. Donnelly was at work 
repairing the hole when the fire alarm 
was first g iven, 
t j f course he went im ­ 
mediately to tlie pump3 to attend to the 
work there. 
Thus it was that there was 
only one pipe in use leading from the 
pumps last night an 1 that was in a very 
circuitous route. 
It inns from the pump 
house to the reservoir on the hill; thence 
down Fourth street to Galena, down Ga­ 
lena to First and thence to Wilkinson, to 
Third and Broadway to the Plow works# 
From the Fourth street main a pipe leads 
down Chicag o street to Second, where 
at the co m er the plug blew out and 
caused the leak that made the trouble.

However tho fact still remains that the 
mud or ice in the pipes should not have 
been permitted by the City Council 
or 
aP*|the Water Company. 
They can divide 
up the blame between them. 
The result 
is that the plow shops are destroyed. 
Tne well filled, large store hou^etmd fine 
office were all saved, owing to a most 
favorable south-eastern wind. 
But the 
extensive shops are all in ruins. 
Sum ? 
of the machinery appears not in a bad 
condition and it is hoped that, tht^spun- 
(lul eng ine m ty not be badly damag ed. 
The loss may be estimated at one htm 
dred thousand dollars; thoug h it is hard 
to tell until the mach nery is examined 
9 illicit ntly to estimate the damag e as to 
the full extent of the destruction. 
There 
was. we are informed, a fair Insurance 
on 
the property; hut as the policies 
amounting to eig hty thousand dollars also 
c )vcred the extensive, warehouses 
and 
their contents, all of which were saved, 
we cannot g ive the exact amount that 
covers the property destroyed. 
W ILL REBUILD, 
It will he glad tiding s to many a work 
man in this city, as well as g ood news to 
all our people, to leurn that the Grand 
Detour Plow Company will immediately 
com m ence rebuilding their works; proba 
bl> in better shape than they were before 
the fire.

Dodg e held a meeting this morning at 
which it was at once resolved that the 
Grand Detour Plow Works should rise 
phu*uix like from the ashes, and work of 
rebuilding will commence at once.

Chemical Solution s W h ic h Are Sold Un d er 
th e Name of Essen ce» . 
Preparatory to givin g reci|i§ s for cor­ 
d ials or liqueurs, it would Is* well to re­ 
cord some sort of protest again st the use 
of certain artificial chemical flavorin gs, 
which are sold un d er the n am e of essen 
ces as often as n ot, without bein g an y 
tilin g like so harmless or so pure. 
In the 
report of the juries to the great exhibition 
of ly.jl. we fin d the followin g remarks, 
that are sufficien tly in terestin g to he 
quoted at len gth: 
“ Several of the per­ 
fumes, or rather essen ces, exhibited are 
of a particular in terest, an d d eservo our 
especial n otice. 
W e allud e to a series of 
artificial organ ic compoun d s possessin g 
qualities which jxTin it o f their Hubstitu- 
tion for n atural volatile oils an d essen ces. 
I Most of them are substan ces belon gin g to 
the group of compoun d ethers.” 
I lie re are several artificial essen ces of 
this kin d . 
Neither the time n or the 
quan tity of material at the comman d of 
the* reporters permitted them to exa mine 
all these prod ucts. 
They were, there­ 
fore, obliged to con iin e themselves to a 
n otice of the followin g:

Pear oil is a spirituous solution of ace­ 
tate of oxid e of amyl. 
The latter may 
he obtain ed with facility an d to an v 
amoun t by d istillin g equal parts of con ­ 
cen trated sulphuric acid an d fusel oil (the 
oily resid ue obtain ed by the reetilication 
of n otato or grain spirit) with two parts 
of acetate of potash. 
It is remarkable 
that the ether itself d oes 1 ¡<>t possess a 
very pleasan t od or, an d that its strikin g 
resemblan ce to tin * of jiear d oes n ot be­ 
c o m e 
apparen t un til 
proyierly d iluted 
with spirit. 
Artificial pear oil is n ow 
prepared in largo quan tities in En glan d . 
It is chielly employed in the m an ufacture 
of the lozen ges railed pear d rops, of 
which the exhibition presen ts so m e speci­ 
men s, so that the flavor in its applied 
state may lie tested sid e by sid e with the 
perfume. 
Apple oil con sists main ly of valeria­ 
n ate of oxid e of amyl. 
It is obtain ed as 
a secon d ary prod uct in the preparation 
of valerian ic acid , by the d istillation of 
fusel oil with bichromate ol potash an d 
sulphuric acid . 
I lie d istillate has to lie 
shaken up w it It a d ilute potash solution 
in ord er to remove the valerian ic acid , 
when the ether floats on the top, an d 
may be removed with a pijiette. 
Pin eapple oil is con tributed by most of 
the exhibitors of artificial essen ces. 
The 
specimen an alyzed was foun d to con sist 
almost exclusively of butvrateof oxid e of 
ethy. 
It is easily obtain ed by boilin g 
butyric acid (obtain ed from sugar by 
fermen tation with putrid cheese) with 
stron g spirit an d a small quan tity of con ­ 
cen trated sulphuric acid . 
It resembles 
the acetate of oxid e of amyl in n ot pre­ 
sen tin g t he « ha motoristic agreeable fruity 
flavor in a pure state; it requires to he 
con sid erably d iluted before the od or an * 
pears. 
The oil is largely m an ufactured 
in En glan d , an d is employed in the 
paration called “ pin eapple ale.** 
Dr. 
i 1 assail savs in his “ Food : Its 
Ad ulteration : 
“ An other essen ce exten ­ 
sively used for flavorin g sweetmeats am 
C onfectionery 
is ratifia, essen tial oil of 
almon d s, 
essen ce of {» each kern els or 
hyd rid e of ben zoyl. 
It is obtain ed by 
d istillin g hitter almon d cuke with water, 
an d it con tain s from six to twelve per 
cen t, of prussic or hyd rogain e acid , but 
is most variable in its stren gth. 
As 
small a quan tity as twen ty d rops has 
been kn own to occasion d eath .” 
There 
is an other compoun d of prussic acid , 
called * almon d flavor.” 
It con tain s 
about urn * d rachm of essen tial oil to seven 
d rachms of spirit, hut its stren gth varies 
veiv much. 
Man y fatal 
cases have re­ 
sulted from the use of this flavorin g sub­ 
stan ce, 
Raspl terry flavorin g for sugar eon fee- 
tion erv F mad e en tirely of curran t jolly 
an d orris root; “ b ut,” ad d s Dr. ilas- 
sall, “ organ ic. chemistry has in these 
d ays reached such a pitch that the od ot 
an d flavor of almost an y fruit is ca pa ble 
of bein g imitated . 
We have recen tly re­ 
ceived samples of the followin g artificial 
fruit essen ces: Essen ce of apples, pea rs, 
quin ce, pin eapples, rasplierries. 
straw­ 
berries, cherries, ¡*>auh kern els, 
rum, 
gin, cogn ac, ma ra schino, hops, v a nilla , 
pa rsley, Celery a nd curry pow d er,” a nd 
ta citly con fesses tha t he ha s found n o

Professor lied !’* Srfen tffic L ibrary. 
Professor Bell has n early completed the 
repairs upon his bouse mad e n ecessary bv 
the fire which n early d estroyed it last 
win ter. 
Professor Bell has very little oc­ 
casion to worry over such a misfortun e 
from a fin an cial stan d poin t. 
His wife 
has $20,000 000 of Ik*11 Telephon e stock, 
an d lier father has as man y more, which 
con stitute about two-third s of the stock 
of the compan y. 
Pro!« ably the family 
will n ever come to wan t. 
But Professor 
Bell is very much d istressed by the burn ­ 
in g of his house. 
Next to the loss of Id s 
wife or child ren , probably n othin g could 
have d isturlied him so much. 
It was n ot 
on accoun t of the value of the house, al­ 
though it was said to lie worth $150,0 0 0 , 
but it was because his library 
was 
burn ed . 
There are n ot man y thousan d s 
of books in Professor Bell's library. 
The 
n um ber is saal to be somewhere n ear 10,- 
000 yohme . 
But probably there n ever 
was a better private scien tific library col­ 
lected . 
Professor Bell employed two of the best 
Ijookbizulers to he had in New York city, 
on e of them an old an d experien ced 
En glish workman , an d the other on e of 
the best Herman bookbin d ers in this 
coun try. 
These two men worked for 
several mon ths in restorin g the valuable 
books t<> somethin g like their origin al 
con d ition . 
Man y of (hem were burn ed . 
Most of them were bad ly charred an d 
smoked , an d ail of them were soaked 
with water from the fire en gin es. 
Their 
work was a most laborious an d weari­ 
some on e. 
Thousan d s of hooks were 
un stitched , each page pressed carefullv, 
an d the volume again boun d , cut an d 
fin ished . 
Professor Bell paid these men 
each $10 a d ay d urin g the time they 
wen * at work. He n ow con sid ers that his 
library is restored to very n early its con ­ 
d ition lief ore the fire. — New York Sun .
